2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-28 recite, inter alia, an electrostatic discharge protection circuit comprising an 
BSD pulse clamp means comprising a PMOS device for shunting said electrostatic pulse from an 
IC having a first port that is connected to the first terminal of the IC, a second port that is 
connected to the second terminal of the IC and a third port and an BSD detection means having a 
first input port connected to said first terminal of said IC a second input port connected to the 
second terminal of the IC and an output port that is connected to said third port of said BSD 
pulse clamp means. 

Ker (IBBB transactions on electron devices vol. 46 no. 1) discloses the specific 
configuration but does not disclose a PMOS transistor. 

Lien (US 5,086,365) discloses an BSD protection device with a PMOS transistor but does 
not disclose the specific configuration. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
